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Report From Parliament Hill 


Doug Caston, M,P, 


“Well, how do you like 
being in politics?’’, or ‘‘ How 
do you like it here on the 
Hill?"’ are the questions that 
I have been getting pretty 
regularly in the three weeks 
Since officially taking over 
the Jasper-Edson seat inthe 
House of Commons on Nov, 
21, 

Perhaps you, the voters 
who sent me here, might be 
interested in hearing about 
my first impressions of 
Canada’s Parliament, 

Primarily, thewelcome 
by members of all parties 
is genuinely friendly and 
helpful, While anew member 
doesn’t have too much to do 
for the first few weeks, | 
see some of the fellows who 
have been here for several 
years dogging it through the 
halls to the various commit- 
tee meetings, The commit- 
tees do a great amount of 
detailed work of examining 
into the various matters re- 
ferred to them, and finally 
reporting to the House their 
findings and recommenda- 
tions, from which legislation 
often results, 

As far as the debates in

the House itself are concer- 
ned, they are both enlight- 
ening and boring, Within 
minutes, a rapid-fire ex- 
change between members 
can degenerate into a sleep 
inducing flow of words that 
seem to have no other purp- 
ose than to get space in 
Hansard, the official record 
of the words spoken in the 
House, 

It seems to me that mem- 
bers of the NDP persuasion 
are a little more addicted 
to this type of speech making 
without purpose than are the 
members of the government 
or the official opposition, 
Under the leadership of Mr, 
Stanfield, we, (the Conser- 
vatives) are trying to facil- 
itate the business that the 
government of the day Is 
attempting to have passed, 
Last night, two members of 
the N,D.P, spoke at great 
length on a Bill to survey
